The use of moving pictures and 3810 2 Avenue, ; | 
photography in education in all the a 
schools of California is provided in 
Senate bill No. 936, introduced by 
Senator Carr of Los Angeles, and 
the measure has the endorsement of 
the State Board of Education. It 
provides a bureau of visual educa- 
tion under the direction of the state 
board, Which shall procure in any 
manner necessary slides, films, pho- 
togtaphs, eto, suitable for promoting 
education, which: shall be loaned to 
the various schools of the state as 
needed, and to other institutions 
when not in use in the schools, ex- 
cept that slides and filmi’ shall not 
be ‘used ‘for commercial purposes. 
The state board is to act a purchas- 
ing agent for securing at cost to the 
various schools of the state such pic- 
ture apparatus as they desire. to, ac- 
quire. The state board must. publish 
a catalog of its supply of» slides, 
films, etc., and also such moving pic- 
tures, valuable for education, as can 
be leased or borrowed for school use 
in California, The bureau shall pro- 
vide all necessary help and informa-
